London, Oat. 19.—The St. Jam es 
Gazette says th a t Salisbury has sent 
an ultim atum to Venezuela. 
Lindon, Oct. 19.—The St. Jam es 
Gazette has made some highly impor­ 
tant and sensational statements regard­ 
ing Venezuela which seem to show that 
the dispute between that republic and 
Great Britain has assumed a very grave 
aspect. It says that since the Rt. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain assumed office as 
secretary of state for the colonies he 
has paid close personal attention to 
the question of the relations between 
Great Britain and Venezuela and that 
he has taken the initiatory in direct­ 
ing in part the administration of the 
affairs of Venezuela. Mr. Chamber­ 
lain’s hand, it appears, has been felt 
in the local executive council and the 
St. James Gazette adds: 
“We are now enabled to give the 
tenor of a 
remarkable 
dispatch in 
which is outlined the imperial policy 
towards the colonies. The order sent 
to the governor of British Guiana, Sir 
Charles Cameron Lees, was to obtain 
without delay a vote for the provision 
of two Maxim guns, one of which is 
to be stationed at Uruan or elsewhere 
along the frontier where the Venezue­ 
lan’s may attem pt to cross. The mere 
fact that Mr. Chamberlain cabled in­ 
structions for the defence of the fron­ 
tier in this manner is positive proof 
that the imperial government will not 
tolerate a repetition of the Bruan inci­ 
dent, and that it intends to hold the 
frontier within the Schomburgh line by 
force is necessary.”

Break In the Cotton Market Relieves the 
Trade Situation. 


New York, Oct. 19.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of trade says: 
“The events of the week are promis­ 
ing in nature, though to 
speculative 
markets not entirely encouraging. The 
great advance in cotton had arrested 
exports and so deranged exchanges that 
shipments of geld were for a time ap­ 
prehended, but the break in the market 
indicates that the natural movement of 
the product may soon be restored. The 
halting of demand and moderate yield­ 
ing of prices in the great industrial 
markets show that a season of reason­ 
able attention to natural conditions has 
arrived, and give hope that the future 
demand will be more nearly propor­ 
tioned to actual consumption. 
“The cotton market has been partly 
cornered for early delivery by a New 
Orleans operator and his followers, as 
it has been twice cornered in recent 
years by Liverpool 
speculators, who 
ended in failure. The estimate of Mr. 
Neill, who has been conspicuously cor­ 
rect in judging cotton crops, indicates 
a yield of 6,800,000 hales, where more 
speculators had expected much less, and 
led many to realize the meaning of 
3,000,000 hales, brought over from last 
year. The actual receipts thus far, only 
17 per cent less than last year, from a 
crop of 9,900,000 hales, fail to support 
low estimates, and spinners here and 
abroad with much unanimity refrain 
from buying largely at current quota­ 
tions. 
“Until the price recedes far enough to 
bring out a liberal supply of cotton 
bills, there will be a possibility of gold 
exports, for other merchandise exports 
are small from New York for two 
weeks, IO per cent less than last year, 
with imports in the two weeks of Octo­ 
ber 29 per cent larger than last year.

Interview w ith the Venesnelan Minister 
at Washington. 
W ashington, Oct. 19.—“This presents 
Yery grave conditions,” said Minister 
Andrade, off Venezuela, as he read the 
cable from London giving the orders 
of Minister Chamberlain as to the mili­ 
tary armament of the British Guiana 
frontier. The minister would not dis­ 
cuss the diplomatic phases 
involved, 
but he explained the location of the 
points mentioned in the cable, show­ 
ing the significance and importance of 
Chamberlain’s action. 
Uruan, mentioned as the point to be 
fortified, the minister said, is on the 
river of that name. On one side of 
the river is a British post and on the 
other side a Venezuelan post. 
Last 
spring the British crossed the river, 
entered the territory near the Vene­ 
zuelan post and raised the British flag. 
The Venezuelan soldiers thereupon ar­ 
rested the British force and lowered the 
British flag. 
Then they crossed the 
river to the side claimed by the British, 
and it was asserted, committed some 
depredations on a house in the British 
post. The British force under arrest 
was soon released, and thereafter Vene­ 
zuela paid for the damage done the 
house.

It showed that there 
are 173,408 communicant members and 
1,335 Sunday schools, with 193,298 mem­ 
bers.

Miss W illard warmly congratulated 
the union on its work of the past year, 
enumerating many advances which had 
been made. Among other victories, the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church has declared in favor of non­ 
alcoholic wine for sacramental 
pur­ 
poses. The bicycle is the most influen­ 
tial temperance reformer of the time, 
and milk is the favorite beverage of 
those who ride to win. Men who drink 
take less, and more men do not drink 
at all than in any previous year. The 
Canadian parliam ent has declared by 
an overwhelming m ajority in favor of 
prohibition; 
in South A ustralia and 
Utah women have been adm itted to the 
full rights of citizens. Five legislatures 
last winter voted to subm it this ques 
tion to the people. 
The constantly increasing participa­ 
tion of women in all the affaire of the 
world is of the utm ost significance for 
good. Mother and child are rapidly tak­ 
ing their rightful place as the central 
figure of the great world problem. 
The late Lord Chief Justice Cole­ 
ridge of England said th at “at a moder­ 
ate estim ate something like 95 per cent 
of the crimes tried in the courts are due 
to drink.” The Catholic archbishop of 
Ireland has recently declared “that but 
for alcoholic stim ulants Ireland would 
he practically without crime.” 
The action of the Methodist confer­ 
ences in voting to adm it women to the 
general conference is the largest straw 
on the current of the times. 
The Polyglot petition, with its seven 
and a half million of names and in 
dorsements, has this year 
been pre­ 
sented in America and England. Its 
journey will continue until it has borne 
the plea of the home to every govern­ 
ment. 
A union of reform forces Is contem­

Prohibition of the liquor traffic for 
beverage purposes, and governmental 
control of the sale for medicinal, sci­ 
entific and mechanical uses. 
All money—paper, gold and silver 
should be issued by the national gov­ 
ernment only, and made legal tender 
for all payments, public or private, on 
future contracts, and in amount ade­ 
quate to the demand of bnsiness 
The free and unlimited coinage of 
silver and gold at the ratio of 16 to I. 
The labor movement is the natural 
ally of the 
W hite 
Ribboners. 
The 
“working class” are the only true 
aristocrats. 
“He who will not work, 
neither shall he eat.” Intemperance in 
our great cities pushes people into the 
tenement houses, and the misery and 
filth of the tenement houses pushes 
them into the saloons.

She 
says that the use of the word prohibi­ 
tion as the name of a party has given 
an excuse to the pulpits of the land to 
cease from advocating the principles of 
prohibition.

are 
sent to the Catholic Total Abstinence 
Society, the Society of Jewish Women, 
the Christian Endeavor, the Women’s 
Council, the Woman’s Clubs and vari­ 
ous other kindred organizations. It was 
stated that the membership shows a 
gain, notwithstanding the hard times, 
Pennsylvania being the banner state in 
this regard. 
The report of the corresponding sec­ 
retary is very favorable, 
and shows 
how widespread is the movement which 
focused in the Woman’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union. She says: “From the 
the itemized reports which have been 
received I glean these salient points, 
leaving the organizers to tell yon of 
their individual work: 105 unions or­ 
ganized, with 2,794 active and 509 hon­ 
orary members. The total of new mem­ 
bers secured by these organizers, in 
both new and old unions, as recorded 
in official blanks, is about 5,000. This 
by no means exhausts the record of 
new members secured. 
Many states 
have carried on this work through their 
general officers or state organizers. The 
principal events which stand out in the 
year as the work of the national union, 
per se. are, first, the great meeting in 
Washington in February for the pres­ 
entation of the polyglot petition; the 
school of methods at Mountain Lake 
park in July, and the temperance con­ 
ferences at Chautauqua.” 
The treasurer’s report shows an In­ 
crease in membership over last year, 
although the present fiscal year only 
covers eleven months, against thirteen 
months included in last year’s reporL 
The total receipts of this year are: 
$23,038.96; total expenditures. $18,059.- 
37, leaving a balance in the treasury 
after all bills are paid of $4,979.59. Re­ 
ceived for dues, $14,757.29. When we 
take into consideration the extremely 
hard times in the financial world, and 
the fact that ail philanthropic socie­ 
ties are behind in their receipts, this 
is a creditable sh av/in g.

The 
object of ea'ih team la to got the hall 
over the goal line a t the farther end 
of the opponents ground, making it 
what is called a “ touch down.”
